Consideration of Proposed DCID 15/1 at lAC Meeting, 21 Jitly 195^ 


1. I have advised the Acting Secretary of lAC to place on 
the lAC Agenda for 27 July cooslderation of lAC-D-^S/S and its 
Tah A (which is the draft of the proposed directive). A 
briefing laper will be needed for the Director in preperaticaa 
for this lAC Meeting. I would like to have you prepare a draft 
of siich a briefing jptper for disctuislcm with ms on the saomlng 
of SS July. 

2. It should probably iMgin by suggesting that the Director 
re-esphasize the substance of the covering aeKorandust (XAC-D-22/3)j 
particularly in respect to the need for delineating areas of 
responsibility in the production of foreign econcaaic intelligence, 
in view of interest in this field by the Bureau of the Bidget and 
by certain aenbers of Ccaagrcss, and also in view of the much 
better understanding which presently eKists within the intelli- 
gence community regarding who does what in respect to economic 
intelligence research over what was known when llSCID-15 was 
approved some three years ago. 

3 . It could be saggested that he then explain that paragraph 
1 of the draft under "Policies. ” with its subparagraphs, is for 
the m3st part identicaO. to tiie statement of policies included in 
DCID 3 A. Revised. 

4. He might then address the attention of the lAC meaibers 

to pazugraph 2 which suggests the allocation of primary production 
responsibilities. In so doing, it could be pointed out that there 
aa*e advantages in iiaving these respoEUiibilities defined in a some- 
what general raaraier, in order to retain BBxiimas flexibility and 
to avoid the rigidity which would result by Including extreme 
detail. He could then peuss on to mention of paragraph 3^ noting 
at the same time that there Is no charge of responsibility 
indicated in subparagraph a and that subparagraph b merely 
formalizes activities that are already undertaken and ai^roved 
by the SIC itself (with the exception of the specific mention of 
a lower limit of |5,000.00 tar external res^rch projects).

b. fbat the IAS aesbers approve tbe draft directive 
in principle and refer It to tbe SIC for aucb re -drafting 
as la aecessary; at tbe saae tine providii^ ]C£C vitb 
inatructions along the foUoeing lines: 

(1) that no mjor ctaange be eade in the brostd 
outline of responsibilities under paragraph 2 of the 
draft. 

(2) Wiat in clarifying these statwaents of respeai- 
slbllitiesj flexibility sboiild be retained by the 
excluslcvi of detailod eategcnrisaticm. 

6. The briefing paper should probably end trith a concise 
and very carefully c(msi<h»red explanation of vdiat we aean by 
generskl econoodc intelllgeaee and by solitary -aconcnic intelli- 
gence. If possible j. we should also explain, at least for our 
oan edification, vhy it is not appropriate to have polltical- 
ecosicadc intelligence treated in this draft m a aaijor area of 
produeticm responsibility.
